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PROVISIONS OF THE BILL.

WASHINGTON, March 8.—The bill granting 
pensions to ex-soldiers and sailors, etc., as 
passed by the senate today, provides that, in 
considering the pension claims of dependent

act that the soldier left no widow and minor 
child or children, having been shown 
as required by law, it shall be necessary only 
to show by sufficient evidence that such parent 
or parents are without other means of support 
than their own manual labor, or the contribu- 
tions of others not legally bound for their sup- 
port, provided all pensions allowed 
under this section shall commence 
from the date of the passage of 
this actor from the date of subsequent de- 
pendence, and shall continue no longer than 
the existence of such dependence. a0 seme 
who served three monthsor more in the mili- 
tary or naval service of the United States 
d the late war of the rebellion and who 


have been honorably therefrom, 
and whoare now, or who may hereafter 
suffering from mental or eaten’ disability, 
not the result of their own vicious habits,
